previously married to (2) Anders ANDERSSON 1822/1824. He was born 18 Feb 1802 at 
Rélanda, Älvsborg, Dalsland, Sweden, the son of Anders NILSSON and Kerstin 
ANDERSDOTTER. Anders died 5 May 1840 at Rölanda, Älvsborg, Dalsland, Sweden.

4, Jan OLSSON was born 24 Sep 1754 at Dals Ed, Älvsborg, Dalsland, Sweden. He was the son 


of 8.Olaf Mattsson KJELLIN and 9.Cherstin JOHANNSDOTTER. Jan died 4 Mar 1824 at 
Dals Ed, Älvsborg, Dalsland, Sweden. He married (1) 5.UIrika (Kinlock) KIHLSTROM 24 
Oct 1787 at Dals Ed, Älvsborg, Dalsland, Sweden. 


5. Ulrika (Kinlock) KIHLSTRÖM was born 2 May 1767 at Dals-Ed, Älvsborg, Dalsland, Sweden, 


the daughter of 10.Maija PEHRSDOTTER. Ulrika died 28 Feb 1809 at Dals-Ed, Älvsborg, 
Dalsland, Sweden.

Jan Olsson was the grandfather of both Magnus Challeen and Anna Petersdotter, wife of Andrew Challeen. He 
was a farm owner (bonde) in the parish of Dals-Ed, living most of his life in the farm/village of Sédre Bön except for 
the time period 1799-1805 when the family lived in the farmivillage of Skalltorp for a few years. Jan fathered at least 
10 children, 6 by his first wife, Ulrika, and 4 by his second wife, Kerstin. One daughter died at age 4. Born at Dals-Ed 
in 1754, he died in the same parish in 1824 at en age of 70, the cause of death being pneumonia ("hall och styng"). 


Ulrika Kihlström was the grandmother of Magnus and Anna Challeen. Her marriage with Jan Olsson produced 
six children before her death in 1809. The church records cause some confusion about her name. On the marriage 
and death records and some birth records of her children, the sumame Kihistrom is used (Kihi = wedge and 
strom=stream) and on other birth records and clerical surveys the surname is written as Kinlock (origin unknown). The 
1767 church record of Ulricka's birth is translated as follows: "May 2 Was born an illegitimate child in Lund by 
somebody who said she was from Christiania where she worked but was Swedish: called herself Maija Pehrsdotter; 
the father she stated was a Norwegian officer. The child was christened by the Reverend on 3rd this month-Utirica. 
Witnesses: Godfather Thor Enarson of Ed and housewife Anna Jonasdotter of Arbol.” Note: Lund and Arbol are 
villages along the lake just north of Ed. Christiania was the old name for Oslo, Norway which at that time was a part 
of Denmark. Norway was Swedish from 1815-1905. In 1905 it became a separate country and Oslo got its present 
name. 


Jan next married (2) Kerstin PARSDOTTER about 1810. She was born 9 Apr 1784 at 
Rélanda, Älvsborg, Dalsland, Sweden, the daughter of Par ANDERSON and Anna 
MANSDOTTER.
